VACATIONS FOR THE MIND 
T 
HE mind is the busiest organ in the hu­ 
man body. 
Practically every waking 
hour finds it at work, in some way or an­ 
other. 
Even when the body has lost con­ 
sciousness in sleep, it has chores to do. 
Second by second this mind of your is ac­ 
cumulating something and sotting it aside 
for use. And yet, it is entirely possible that 
the mind itself longs for a vacation! A period 
in which it may rest—or just be vfree from 
all effort, 
In that interesting book by the great 
naturalist, W. H. Hudson, “ Idic Days in Pat­ 
agonia," the author tells of just such an ex­ 
perience. For the greater part of one Winter 
he took himself to a “wild and solitary and 
remote" retreat, and there, without object or 
purpose, sat among the trees, in the midst 
of “a waste untrodden by man, and where 
the wild animals are so few that they have 
made no discoverable path in the wilderness 
of thorns," to use his own words. For what 
purpose? Just to give his mind a vacation! 
Even when the body is given its change 
in the shape of a vacation, the mind becomes 
more active than ever. 
Like the pet dog 
who takes such pleasure in a new adventure 
with his master, the mind is bestirred with 
a high quality of glee— but it gets no vaca­ 
tion. 
There must be times when the mind 
doesn’t even think, doesn’t even concern it­ 
self about anything. 
These times, however, 
must be the rare ones in life.

The Literary Guidepost

“GIVE ME LIBERTY,” by John Erskine; (Stokes: 
$2.50). 
fllST O R IC A L novels based on pre-Revolutionary 
* * events in this country are breaking out like a 
rash these days, and most of them seem to be focused 
on the South. It is so with the latest, which John 
Erskine publishes today as “Give Me Liberty.” Hie 
book is an excellent example of Dr. Erskine s gift lur 
considering serious topics with good humor and 
reaching tenable conclusions without windy premises. 
lie manages this time with the aid of a particularly 
charming chief character named David, his sweet­ 
heart and later his wife whose name was Daffney, 
and a large assortment of historical and semi- 
historieal characters, the most valuable of which is 
Patrick Henry himself. The setting is colonial Vir­ 
ginia, and quite properly the story begins with a party 
to which Da\id is taken by his father, although he 
is IO years old and only Just able to keep his eyes 
off hts new suit. 
At the party David meets at least two gentlemen 
who are to be important to him later — Henry, and 
a reserved and gifted man named Thomas Jefferson 
who distinguishes himself by taking the fiddle from 
the negro who is playing for the dancing, and play­ 
ing a minuet himself. At the time of the party the 
colony of Virginia is somewhat disturbed by the de­ 
mand of lite clergy that it be paid, according to agree­ 
ment, in tobacco. Tobacco has risen mightily in price, 
and the planters now want to liny in money. 
David goes to school, takes over his father’s prop­ 
erty, tries hard to be a reasonable man in all things. 
But being a reasonable man is not quite possible, or 
at any rate not quite possible as long as men like 
Patrick Henry are about. 
David loved Henry from 
the first moment of their acquaintance; the climax 
of the book und also of the personal relationship of 
these dissimilar men comes on a day in Richmond 
when Henry persuades the colony to arm with a 
speech which ended as every schoolboy knows. 
There Is much searching comment In Dr, Erskine’s 
book, hidden sometimes by his tongue-in-cheek re­ 
marks. There is probably a good deal of significance 
in the fact that the book was written at all; it could 
not escape so astute a person as Erskine that Henry’s 
words have merit in our present world.

Saturday lith 
Awakened this moi ning by one of the Christian Commission delegates 
with the statement that a surgeon had called and said that they had 
orders to move. A hasty and delicious breakfast on fresh liver and canned 
gages followed. And then came the usual bustle of packing the wagon and 
taking down the tent. We move off about 8 o’clock In an eastern direc­ 
tion. One of the peculiarities of army experience Is that you move under 
orders from the leaders without knowing where you are going. 
Perhaps 
the corps commander alone knows and the mass of humanity move as he 
directs. 
But appearances indicate tliat we are bound for the south of 
James river. The morning is cool and a pleasant southern wind sweeps 
over us. Tile dust Is deep, however, and the annoyance very great. The 
whole country is alive with moving teams. I ride one of the horses, Pratt 
stays on the wagon. I called a few* minues to see the Commission at the 
2nd Corps hospital, as we passed by. The hospital is encamped around 
the residence of John Tyler's brother. 
Stop for a long time in park, 
after going three mites. 
Resume the journey again and crossed over 
Black creek, whexe a large old mill stands. 
Before reaching this paint 
stopped in a house surrounded by large locusts and occupied by a coun­ 
try physician. 
Hts complexion was dark and repulsive and he deported 
himself in a rather sulky manner. After some conversation with him lie 
became more communicative but was careful to practice a dogged silence 
in reference lo everything in the Confederacy. 
His wife was a ragged 
shrew*, lux children ignorant and dirty, the whole famil ybut little above 
the negroes in intellect or manners. They were all Virginia born. The 
train moved on some miles when we encamped again near the road to 
White House, some distance north of Bottoms Bridge. Put up our tent 
and distributed a few stores in the evening. We are near to the house 
of an old Methodist brother and sister, who are trying to be contented 
in the midst of the martial excitement that has suddenly gathered around 
their quiet country home. Their name Is Turner. 
Saturday 12th. 
Tile hospital this morning is found in the midst of the troops of the 
2nd Corps, who have been moved dtulng the night. The General flead- 
quartcrs is but a short distance from us towards the west. 
Some new 
movement of the army seems to be developing, but little excitement pre­ 
vails. Things now are more quiet and sabbath-like in their appearance 
than I have observed* since I have been here. At an early hour Christian 
hymns are heard floating on the morning air and at several places 
could be seen large bodies of men assembled to ILsten to the gospel and 
engage in the worship of God. In the afternoon, by request of Chaplain 
Brittain, I preached at Headquarters of 3rd Brigade, 2nd Division. Colonel 
Gregory in command. The colonel is a man of strict religious integrity, 
not ashamed to own his allegiance to the Savior In the presence of his 
troops. He had a long box placed in front of the tents, for a pulpit and 
seated himself at my leit hand and joined heartily in the service. About 
500 or 800 were present and listened with remarkable attention to my 
sermon, notw ithstanding the confusion produced by a train that was 
passing a few yards in front. 
I spoke from 2nd Cor! nth I a as VHI 9. 
An order was issued to march the troops at 6 p. rn. 
As the hour 
approached all was bustle and confusion in the camp. Moving of trains 
to the rear, striking of tents, strapping on of knapsacks, gathering up Sec. 
Where do we go? Shall we follow the brave boys in their midnight march 
and share their toils and danger? 
This is our inclination. 
But our 
stores are exhausted and the Medical Director sends us to Join the train 
going to Tennelly Station. 
Down with the tent, in goes the baggage, 
and at 5 p rn. we are off toward the base of supplies. Joining the train, 
we move along lively till sundown when it stops in the road to let another 
pass. We wait till sleep overtakes us. The weary hours go by till I o'clock 
in the morning before another nod is gained. Then we go Into park, a 
hasty fire Ls built, our blankets are thrown on the gound, and dojvn we 
lie to rest. 
After a broken slumber, our eyes open on the light of a 
new day.
